TO SHUT OFF MEAT SUPPLIES. 
Tho president's 
proclamation 
today 


adds about five hundred miles to 'the 
blockade around Cuba. The •former proc- 
lamation only covered about 100 miles 
of

however, will not be increased 'fourfold, 
as tho south has very few cities or har- 
bors capable of accommodating vessels oi 
considerable- draft. About the only new 
points to be covered under this procla- 
TOntiou ore Manzivnillo, Trinidad, Tunas 
and Batabaiio. The last named is the 
principal point through, which Havana 
•has been petting bt>c£ from Mexico. Ves- 
sels for this sen-ice will be drawn almost 
exclusively from tho North Atlantic pa- 
trol fleet, which has been gunrdinjr tho 
coast cities from Maine to South Caro- 
lina.

Some six years, ago sue was a. res- 
idcnt of Racine. Her husband deserted j 
her in destitute circumstances aud she I 
;ave the child' to Baker, the necessary ' 
papers behvg issued. 


Two or three years ago she 'made an 


effort to get the child back and the case 
was heard in the county court. Judge 
Belclcn decided that Baker should retain 
the boy until a better place could be se- 
cured for him, and the matter run along 
until a few days ago when Mrs. Jensen 
again appeared upon the scene and want- 
ed her boy.

The district attorney took possession

Button and told her story, and under 
the circumstances the agent advised her 
to take the child. 


Baker was not satisfied thai the wo- 


man would give the boy a proper home 
and hired Attorney Shicl to look into the 
mn tter. 


This morning the' mother was up in the 


municipal court, the object being to in- 
vestigate and ascertain what was best to 
be done with the boy. 


Detective E. Schweitzer, of Milwaukee, 


testified that the boy was in 
a, tough 


neighborhood .it Milwaukee and that the 
mother had been in the habit of asso- 
ciating with lewd women-and gave as 
his opinion that «'ith his surroundings 
the boy could not be properly brought 
up. 


Mrs. Jensen admitted.that she had as- 


sociated with lewd women, but that she 
was not aware of their character at the 
time and did not associate with them r.t 
present. 


The attorney of Mr. Baker explained 


that he had no objection to the child 
being placed in a proper home, but did | 
not think the mother was the proper. ' 
person to bring him up. 


The mother admitted that her means 


were not sufficient to care -for the lad and 
iho was willing that he be placed in a 
state institution if she could not have 
him, but of course she would rather take 
him herself. 


Humane Agent Button'favored taking 


the child away from both Baker and the 
mother and Judge. Flett granted the re-

A PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 


Tho amendment to the Federal consti- 


.ution proposed by congressman Jenkins 
ntended to meet with the 
objection 


•n-ised hitherto to on income tax reads 
as follows: 


"The congress shall have power to 


evy and collect taxes, both direct and 
indirect, but shall be uniform through- 
jut tho United States." 


There is still > fine opportunity' for 


awyer and jurist to .cnavr the judicial 
rug should this become n, part, of" the 
constitution. What is uniformity in the 
:e;;al sense. For instance should con- 
gress levy a tax upon all corporations 
enjoying the right of eminent do-main or 
enjoying the protection of tho law in 
inter state commerce, no one could dis- 
credit the jnstico of the tax or its uni- 
formity. But still where is the uni- 
formity of it- lifter all, for is not the sort 
of corporation singled out and made an 
exception of. Then again can congress 
under this amendment levy any i:ax 
which will not in some degree run couu- 


to it. Uniformity means precisely 


ivhat it say?, and therefore, can. congress 
single out any industry as opposed to 
another, taxing one and not taxing the 
other. Can it tax corporations and not 
other fmrms of business interests. 


.This proposed amendment might be 


made moro explicit. Why not provide 
for the manlier of taxation and mention 
an income tax, since there does not seem 
to bo any dispute as to other forms of 
taxation as exemplified in the internal 
revenue taxes.

This would seem 
to apply to any exclusive privileges given 
by municipalities, such as water, gas, 
electrie lighting companies, and as said 
unless reversed by. the court, no corpora- 
tion has an exclusive franchise.

attorneys located at Washington espec 
ially. Figures for the past seven years 
frorc tlie pension oflice shows that the 
department paid to these pension agenfc, 
the enormous sum of 510,110,104 for their 
services in hunting up clients, and doubt- 
less in more or less cases, fostering fraud 
ulent claims.

School Receive Diplomas, 
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tho School—Work of Gruduutos Excellent 
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tl»o High SoUool Accomplishes.

Nearly tureo thousand people attend- 


ed tho' thirty-eighth annual commence- 
ment of Eaeiuc^Etgh school at the Belle 
City opera house, last night. There were 
'forty-four graduates, one of the largest 
classes in tho history of the educational 
institution, and the outpour of Ihe pop- 
ulace embraced in the main parents and 
relatives of. ihe, graduates. 1'ossibly mo re 
extensive arrangements were never mafic 
for graduates than upon this occasion, 
and tho young men and women who re- 
ceived diplomas can feel highly gratified 
upon their exit into the world to do, bat- 
tle ;or places of honor, or to seek higher 
educational • advantages in 
the colleges 


and universities of the land. 


,Tho invitation; said that the exorcises 


would begin at S 'o'clock, but before 7 
o'clock the crowds swarmed 
from 
nil 


quarters of tho city and when the doors 
opened there was a crucli, but consider- 
ing iho jam remarkable good judgment 
was displayed in handling them. At the 
appointed hour every sent in the spacious 
play house M-ns occupied and standing 
room wa* not available, and several hun- 
dred who ca-mo late could not gain en- 
trance. 


In the boxes on tho .lower floor were 


noticed-the- members of the board of ed- 
ucation with their wives and also.many 
members of tho junior class, all proud 
to be present and witness and hear the 
results of hard labor and. study of four 
years, on the part of teachers and tho 
graduates. 


And as the exercises proceeded it was 


evident and clear to all that what 
a 


university is to a vast community the 
public high, school, working ou a lower 
plane, is to a small 
community. It 


utands at the head of the common school 
system, giving a rounded completeness 
to tho child's elementary training and 
opening the way to the broader avenues 
of tho college and universities. It em- 
phasizes the higher elements in the com- 
munity's life, by giving to the child an 
opportunity to spend four years in the 
pursuit of knowledge, the possession of 
which shall fit him not only to do the 
every day work of life better to meet 
his civic duties more faithfully ami in- 
tellectually, but also to live the highest 
life of which he or she is capable. Into 
the great fields of science .and literature, 
history and art, he or she gets glimpsrs 
which fill tho world with a meaning it 
hod not had before. They learn to ap- 
preciate what Phillip Brooks loved to 
call "the riches of life," and as they go 
outtinto the world they bear an, inspira- 
tion- which if it fail not in the stress and 
struggle that come to him or nor, will 
cause -them to consider not the.question, 
"what is there in this world for me?" 
but that other question, '''what is there 
in me-U'or this world?" And he or she 
is but a superficial student of economics 
and social conditions who is not anxious 
that .the boys and'girls shall be directed 
into-tho truer attitude tow.ird life. 
•'The grand work of the class dccuon- 
fi'trated that the place of tho High school 
"in a system, of edueatipn is now firmly 
fixed. Occasionally, however, it is urged 
that it is only for the privileged fe\v, or 
that even for the many its training is 
•unnecessary. Such criticisms are ill con- 
sidered. The EueiHC High school is es- 
sentially democratic. Tho poor boy and 
the rich boy sit side by side in. its class- 
rooms, receive the same instruction, and 
onjoy tho sivmo privileges. The poor boy 
with his ambition to rise above his en- 
vironment, to moke someth'ing of him- 
self, secures in the High school the pre- 
parntioa that puts him upon his feet. 


In that class last night there, are boys 


and girls who go out from • tho school 
with no capital but'the intellectual1 train- 
ing and impulse to useful activity which 
it has given them. Tho community may 
well feel proud of them and also tho fact 
that there is'such an able priacipal-'-and 
corps of careful teachers.

He .it was who 
could cipher and measure land and even. 
write, and these were considered far be- 
yond the reach of ordinary mortals; or as 
Goldsmith'expresses it: 
"And still.they gazed,1 and still the won- 


der grew, 


Thnt one small head could carry all he 


knew." 


Washington Irriug, too, lifts described 


to us 11 schoolmaster, .frequently' found 
in the rural districts of New England, by 
the name of Ichobod Crane. Now, Icha- 
bod was a very worthy man but ex- 
tremely odd, especially in appearance, 
but the good folks of Sleepy Hollow were 
satisfied with their schoolmaster and 
why should they not be, for he had read 
several books all through. and knew all 
the stories in Cotton .Mather's "History 
oi New England Witchcraft" in which he 
firmly believed. As a master, • he was 
strict, and would sometimes inflict severe 
punishment on the larger and stronger 
of his pupils, but 
never on the weak 


ones. 


But -Domsie ,the Scottish schoolmaster 


iir'TJcside the Bonny Briar Bush" is a 
teacher whom we cannot but admire: 
simple and good; always taking the 
greatest interest in' his pupils, lie would 
even endure hardships that he might aid 
in procuring for them a higher educa- 
tion thim that to be obtained in the little 
village. 


These are only a few of the many 


teachers wo meet in books, but they 
serve as types. It would seem from tlie 
study of literature and from 
the ex- 


amples which we there find, that the de- 
velopment in school work has been from 
the schoolmaster to the school counselor 
and guide. 


Pre-eminently is it true at the present 


day and, .indeed, characteristic of the 
teacher, that his aim is to lead the pupil 
to higher and grander ideals of life, and 
to prepare him, not by driving but by 
persuasive power, that comes from the 
interest awakened in the pupil' for the 
attainment of the higher iueul presented 
to him.

s the chaplaincy, of a prison. It is cu- 
rious, isn't it,'.telling-at Waupun of 
things spiritual to 650 convicts, seventy- 
nine ofJ-them in on life sentences,.and 
nearly all of that number murderers! 


One day-ithe'chaplain was passing be- 


fore the cells when he heard the "Hist!" 
with which his "boys" greet him when 
they wish an inetrview. 


"Chaplain, I'm going to smash every 


machine in the shop tomorrow. I don't 
care if they put me in the hole for a 
month." 
The man was white with rage and 


meant what he said. 


"What's the matter now, John," 
"They broke my needle when I wasn't 


watching 'em, and I couldn't do my 
task." 
Each convict'is required to do so 


much work during the day. The chap- 
lain argued with the man and tried to 
show him that to raise a row would do 
no good and only incur the' antagonism 
of the officers. 


A few nights afterward he was pass- 


ing by tho cells when he heard "Hist!" 
"Say, chaplain," the convict said, smil- 
ing, '-'that was good advice you gave 
me the other day. I kept right on with 
my old work, and it is all right." 


Colls AmozlQKly Small- 


The men's cells are amazingly small 


—hrrdly bis enough to turn around in. 
Some of the men sleep in hammocks. 
There is an electric light in each cell, 
and the cells are in four tiers. The 
dining-room Is as plain as can be imag- 
ined, the stats and tables reminding one 
of school desks, but of rude wood; ar.d 
the tableware is largely tin and thick 
crockery, each table garnished with vin- 
egar In bottles of varied type once used 
for varied purposes. There Is a farm of 
ISO acres, separate from 
the prison 


building. 
On this are eighteen con-s 


and some 400 'hogs. 
Garden truck is 


raised for the convicts' tables. 


One who visits Waupun has a number 


o£ Impressions shattered. 
I supposed 


there would be 4 good many weighed 
down by the memory o£ their crimes. 
There are men there who have Wiled 
their wives, their children, and those 
who have plotted the darkest kind of 
crimes. It would seem as If the dying 
looks of their victims, the tragic events 
in which they had participated would 


would take hold of'life honestly If .they 
had a fair, ch'ance. But their money s 
soori gone and. every man's' hand is 
against them:

pathetic. No sooner do they get a po- 
sition than -some busybody discovers 
they have once'been'in Waupun.

In 
their beds. There are mimy men of 
blame'.ees record who seek the posi- 
tions, so the miserable fellows are set 
adrift and there is nothing for them.to 
do but to take "to the road." In >;ew 
Tork and other'states thers are asso- 
ciations to aid- these unfortunates to 
find a. niche in this selfish, crowding 
American life.

Again one is surprised to find so few 


women In prison. It is one of the argu- 
ments of iemale sutTraglsts. There are 
but seventeen at present. They have a 
buildlns by themselves. It opens out 
nto a large yard, surrounded by an Im- 
mense wall, as Is, indeed, the whole in-^ 
s-ltutlon and here they work in a truck 
carder.. One lady keeper Is in charge 
)£ them all, and you may imagine It is 
a tough crowd, for no Jury will-commit 
u woman to state's prison except after 
a hardening course of crime. I asked 
the lady it she had ever been attached. 
She said but 
once, when a convict 


woman crabbed her by the throat. She 
is able to speedily summon relief from 
the office. It is necessary to commit a 
woman to a dark cell occasionally or 
resort to other penalty. 


left Prison to Form a Rcjrimcnt. 


Waupun prison began business in 1S53. 


Up to 1S"4 the executive of the prison 
was an elective ofllcer—chosen on the 
state ticket. The commissioner at the 
outbreak of the war' was Hans C. Heg, 
who left to form the famous Norwegian 
regiment and who was killed at Chick- 
amauga. His son is the superintendent 
of the Green Bay reformatory, now be- 
ing built. 
Since • the beginning some 


7,500 evildoers have "served time." At 
present there arc 037 convicts, of whom 
seventy-nine are for -lire." These are 
all murderers except three (rape). There 
was one 
"United 
States 
prisoner" 


charged with desertion—no trifling of- 
fense our newly enlisted boys should 
remember—but the president has par- 
doned him. Jacob Fuss, the clerk, has 
held office for twenty-four years and 
has all Information at.hie-tongue's end.. 
Some of the convicts -have spent a life- 
time'within .the walls. 
Jim Crook, o 


murderer, •-. has been there since 1802. 
and Johnnie Bendwdll, who killed his 
father, came the year following. Twelve 
men have been behind the walls for 
over twenty years. But the population 
is ever changing. 
There are some SOO

are for twelve months' sentence only: 
76 for throe years; 4'4 for live years, and 
only 3 tor thirty years. Of. 321 received 
in- the twelve months before Oct. 1 last, 
S3 wero born-out of the country.;When 
the term Is up the convict- is provided 
with, clothes, and*the moncjj. he has 
earnofl, JS'.SS-ln a year's term;''.$17.42 in 
three' years, etc., • and a ticket to any 


day for at least SOO hands, and more !£ 
furnished, and with these work many 
"citizens" from Waupun—skilled oper- 
ators. Some of whom get 54 a day. 


The evenings convicts spend In their 


cells, save that about one-fourth at- 
tend school on certain evenings. 
The 


men are nearly.all smokers, but there is 
little conversation except with the nest 
cell. There is one man to a cell, save 
that'ln a few cases they are put In dou- 
ble on accountiof .a lack of cells. There 
a-<? usually from live .to fifteen In the 
hospital, and'there are five or six deaths 
a year, some from old age. There are 
at present two convicts of SO. years of 
age. 
The present warden, Roberts, came in 


with Governor'Upham. He was a mer- 
chant tor twenty-live years In Waupun, 
has an excellent war record, and his 
efficient deputy. J. B. Vosturgh, was In 
the same regiment. The "staff" con- 
sists of but forty-two perrons, includ- 
ing the "turnkeys." the keepers, wall 
guards, etc. The latter, eight .in num- 
ber, can be seen on the lookout, sol- 
dierly looking 
fellows, 
armed 
with 


rifles- hut they alone are presumed to 
be armed. The "keepers" in the shops 
carry strong sticks, but no firearms, the 
theory being that should a flght:ng con- 
vict secure possession of a revolver he 
could do as much mischief as the offi- 
cer. One is surprised to see a room full 
of working convicts, perhaps fifty of 
them, guardc-d by but one man, usually 
a big! strong official, to be sure, seated 
on an elevation at th« door where he 
can command the whole company, yc-t 
armed with only his stick. There ar* 
occasionally outbreaks of desperate fel- 
lows, but usually with each other. They 
run amuck with a knife or anything 
else handy. The fact is, however, the 
discipline is very stern In these prisons. 


Why Convicts lieliuvo Themselves. 


One is struck at once by the law of 


silence. 
There Is 'no talking in the 


shops, except about the work. Fear is 
a large element in the discipline. I saw 
the dark rooms^holes in the granite 
wall—where 
offenders are placed on 


bread and water until they yield. More- 
serious cases are strapped up by the 
wrists day in or day out until they are 
ready to work, for u&y fellows some- 
times refuse to make themselves use- 
ful. 
Not Ions ago there was a convict 


who jammed some of His fingers under 
a machine rather than work. When I 
was there the' doctor was 
treating 


the wounded hand and the other hand 
was "strung up." Under the Philadel- 
phia plan the recalcitrant convict is left 
in solitary confinement with some work 
to do. He Is given food, though it is 
of the simplest kind. He stays in this 
uncongenial 
environment until he is 


ready to be decent. There is no ele- 
ment of violence, he punishes himself 
by refusing to do the work at his hand. 


But favor as well as fear is in the 


discipline at Waupun. Tho "grading" 
system is just being developed by War- 
den Roberts. There are three grades: 
the lowest are'to wear red suits, which 
will be discreditable even in convicts' 
eyes; and the first are to wear e. mod- 
est uniform and to enjoy certain privi- 
leges. There are but seven in the third 
grade at present. Well behaved con- 
victs are allowed to see relatives and 
friends once a month. It is the chap- 
lain's duty to listen to all the conyer- 
sation. and as may be expected, there 
are some tearful and sorrowful inter- 
views, especially with children. 
God 


pity the convict's child, to all an object 
of "curioslly, and to its playmates too 
often an object ot scorn. There are a 
few "trusties" about the prison, con- 
victs who can be trusted to go after 
wood,' or -to the sand pit. or for freight 
without an escort. Each convict's term 
of Imprisonment is capable of reduc- 
tion by reason of good behavior, and 
this'Is a cogent inducement for prison 
ers to behave themselves. 


A Mutiny When Potatoes Were nigh. 
Prison mutinies are interesting inci- 


dents, though Waupun reports none of 
late years. Clerk Fuss remembers one 
u-ider Warden Carter. It was at a time 
when potatoes were S2.50 a -bushel, and 
hominy and other substitutes were re- 
icrted to. There, was a tremendous 
shouting In the cells and a.riotous out- 
break until a bread and water diet for 
two or three days compelled a cessa- 
tion.- The'C most -notable' escape In the 
history of the institution waa a tunnel-

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Juno 21.—The 


boys in camp were nearly drowned out 
lost night by one of the heaviest rain- 
storms that has swept this section of the 
country for a number of years.

. GOT A DRENCHING. 


The downpour in the evening capped 


the climax, and despite the ponchos the 
bedding in nearly all of the tents got a 
thorough drenching. The boys' feet were 
wet 
and

pantaloons were so 


drenched that they.stuck to their bodies. 
Tho rain continued'until after midnjglit, 
but .excepting a. couple of hours, was no 
very heavy. The Racino-boys spent the 
evening1 in their ten-ts and retired before 
taps. They spread their beds- on the 
damp and wet hay, first spreading their 
ponchos, with.the rubber 
side 
down. 


Then wrapping themselves in their wool- 
en blankets, they curled up for the night. 
In some of the tents the water dripped 
on tiie sleeping soldiers and in their 
foces,*but a seasoned soldier, ssuch as wo 
believe we ore now, docs not mind stich 
a trifling matter-as 1th is. It is needless 
to say however that-many of the boys 
wished'they were in their snug feather- 
beds atJ'homc.

The rain,1 walnut near as 
heavy as last night, and-did very little 
damage, if any .at all. Pcople.hero tell, 
us that the rainy . season in Florida • is.

is a blessing in one way,. inasmuch thai 
it-lays the dust, which has "been very- 
thick, owing to the sandy soil.

E FIRST person! to report the 
presence of the Lion-of Mussina 
in the province of tbatnamein the 
French possessions in the Soudan 


wos a soldier. The province Uikes its 
name frora a. mountain 300 miles east of 
theseacoast. A single soldier was accom- 
panying the mail rider between the 
military posts of El Banty and Walla- 
do, and they were rid5ng by night on a 
road skirting- the base of the mountain. 
Lions bad been plentiful in, that local- 
ity! beforo tho establishment of the 
posts, which were 25 miles apart, but 
the garrisons had been turned into lion 
hunters until the game had beeni ex- 
terminated, or driven out. In, the year 
1872 soldiers and natives killed 20 lions 
and trapped 15 alive. During the year 
1873 not even the roar of a lion -was 
heard within 30 miles of eitberpost. At 
five o'clock in tho afternoon oJ May 5, 
1874, the mail rider and trooper left the 
post of El Banty. At half-past seven, 
when they had made a distance of 
IS miles, and were about to water their 
horses at a stream crossing the high- 
way, the lion suddenly appeared. 


It was now nig-ht, but there was a 


full moon shining directly on the road. 
The lion sprang out of the cover of 
some bushes directly in front o£ the 
horses, and for a long- minute the two 
men had a fair sight of him. They 
p.ouli not at first credit the fact that 
he was a lion, owing- to his great bulk. 
Subsequent measurements proved him 
at least one-third larger than any iior. 
of which there is any record. As soon 
as the horsemen realized what was be- 
fore them, they turned to flee. AB they 


diers could accomplish nothing without 
them, and the hunt was therefore 
t.baadoned for. a time.

lie lion visited a.native village called 
Sholdco and killed two men, three wom- 
en, a boy and five head of cattle. He 
entered the place just after dark, and.

After killing 
the cattle he picked up a dog and car- 
ried the cur over flve miles before drop- 
ping it. Three nights later he visited 
another village 20 miles from the first, 
and, leaping in among the live stock, 
over a fence 12 feet high, he killed -two 
oxen, three cows, two goate and a don.- 
i:ey. A herder saw hhn as he entered 
and" left the inclosiire, and he declared 
thatthe lion did his work inside of three 
minutes.

As regards tho loss from tho soil of 


that important and expensive fertilizing 
constituent, nitrogen, in, drainage wa- 
ter, a farmer's 'bulletin sa'ys: Tho soil 
appears to havo very littlo affinity for 
the forms of this element so extensively 
used in fertilizers—nitrate of soda svnd 
sulphate of ammonia—and if they nro 
not quickly taken up by tho crop they 
aro likely to bo lost in the drainage wa- 
ter. Moreover, tbo insoluble nitrogen of 
'tho Foil (in,humus) or that applied in 
the form of cottonseed-meal, dried fish, 
utc., wliicb aro also largely insoluble 
when applied, is rapidly converted by 
the-process of nitrification -under favor- 
able conditions into nitrates, which are 
readily available to plants, 'but -which 
pass out in tho drainage and are lost if 
not taken up promptly by tho plant 


Experiments havo boon reported in 


which the loss of nitrogen in tho drain- 
ago from a bare soi5 in the course of a 
year was over ICO pounds per acre, 
while tho loss from a soil -which was 
kept covered by a- crop was almost in- 
significant, although 
fully as largo 


dniounts of nitrates vrore -formed in tbo 
latter case as in tho former. Th4s affords- 
a striking illustration of tho-importanco 
of keeping a leachy'soil covered with a 
crop in order to prevent serious loss of 
tho most expensive element of fertility 
—nitrogen. Such ft praotico would pro- 
tect the uoil., from' both leaching 'and 
surface washing, probably, tho two most 
serious causes ot- decline'of -fertility of

man and horse. The lion had lulled the 
mail rider by a blow of his paw, 
smashing the skull over the right ear. 
The neck of the horsewasbroken. The 
man had. been picked and carried along 
the road for half a mile and then flung 
aside. The b»dy Of the horse, which 
weighed about 1,200 pounds, had been 
dragged through the bushes a distance 
of 60 rods and partly devoured. At 
one spot where a ravine seven feetwide 
crossed the lion's path, he had. lifted tie 
body clear of tho ground and leaped 
across with it* 


This was the beginning of a series of 


adventures and tragedies which made 
the big lion famous in many lands. 
Forty soldiers from each garrison, were 
detailed to hunt, him down, and were 
assisted by 200 natives. The hunt was 
kept up for two weeks, during which 
-time the lion killed, three natives, two 
soldiers, and four horses, and escaped 
•unwound'ed. From, the first it was 
realized that ho was a queer beast 
Ho never roared at night nor growled 
when springing at his victims. Not- 
withstanding his great ei2e, he moved 
•with, tho celerity of a kitten and' the 
craft of a fox. While the soldiers were 
looldng for him in front he would ap- 
pear in the rear'and MU a man. or horse 
and be ofE without! noise. One night lie 
crept between, the camp-sentinels who 
wero wide awake and only 30 feet 
apart, and penetrating to the center of 
the camp .and being obliged to leap 
over a dozen sleeping men, he seized! a 
corporal who was smcking beside a fire 
and carried him. off, Th-e poor sol-dSer's 
cries alarmed the camp, but -the lion 
got safe .away. He did.not -kill the 
mart to.satisfy has hunger, but dropped 
tho body after carrying it .half a mile. 
In no case did be eat any, of--his human 
victims, but -would sometimes .devour 
almost the entire body oif a horse. ^Aft- 
er a fortnight or so.the natives'''re- 
fused to render any further assistance 
claiming that'tHe- beast vcas possessed 
of an evil spirit and(CveiTuiidorstoOiC 
all that -was soid- a-boSit him. The- sol- 


raiduight the beast was in 
camp 14 miles away. He had entered 
camp and was looking into the door of 
a tent wherein two men slept, when the 
sentinel saw him and fired hie rifle. 
The lion did not bound away, but 
stared at the sentinel for a few seconds 
and trotted off. Two days later, after 
the parties had consolidated and' ivers 
beating- along the banks of a ravine, 
one of the hunters suddenly disap- 
peared. His rifle was found soon after, 
but it was four or five hours before the 
mystery was solved. Then his dead 
body was found on an open, spot three 
miles from where the lion 
had 


stealthily crept np and seized himfrom 
behind. The beast had ca.ught the man 
by the shoulder and given him suet a 
wrench that his neck was broken. Hi e 
onlj' marks to be found -were on the 
shoulder. 
The body had not been 


dragged, but carried, and tbo lion had 
not turned aside for any-obstruction. 


Tho record from May, 1874, to April, 


1875, a period of about-11 months, was 
astounding. During that time the lion 
killed fourteen soldiers, 2-7 natives, 20 
horses, 45 head.-.of cattle, 14 camels, 23 
donkeys and about EO goats. Ho kept 
16 villages in constant terror, made two 
roads BO unsafe that travelers ceased to 
use them, and the main rood between 
the i~vo military posts mentioned had 
to be kept gnard'ed and patrolled by 
troops. The beast wandered about by 
day'ae well as by night, and in tie 
course of 24. hours would sometimes 
travel a distance of 40 miles. On one 
occasion at two, o'clock in the after- 
noon he suddenly appeared on tho high- 
•roiy'in front of a squad ot cavalry num- 
bering 14 roen. Before a man had time 
to fire- at him. the lion sprang upon the 
lieutenant in command, dragged him 
from bis saddle and was off with, him.

It has been' asserted that In.-actual 


warfare an.expert marksman, is litttle 
bettor, if any, than- the. ordinary sol- 
dier who -by constant- practice -has 
learnt to use.hls weapon in a mechani- 
cal efficient manner. 
It. is pointed .out that when opposing 


bodies'-meet it is not usually practical 
to take careful aim at an individual 
in tho enemies' ranks, but that a -bul- 
let correctly fired as to.elevation need 
have no very accurate lateral aim to 
find a-bullet In one or more of the ene- 
my in the opposing line. 
It is-true that in the disorder and up- 


roar of battle it is impossible to take 
cognisance of -individual marksman- 
ship; still there are times in which 
the prowess of an individual may not 
only be brought into prominence, but 
In which his courage, coolness, ana 
consequent steadiness of nerve, may 
not only save his own life, but tne lives 
of many others.

T-hc-ro are several cases on record 01 


such feats being accomplished. 


Captain Horatio Ross, who was 


one of the 'best shots, both with rifle 
and'pistol, of this century, had two or 
three sons who were also remarkable 
shots, and worthily upheld the family , 
repute as second to none wit'h the 
rifle. Edward Ross, -it may be re- 
membered, won the Queen's Prize is
